The New Postal Law. 


The new postal law goes into oper- 


_,tion on the first day of July. 1876. 
[t relates especially to what is known 
as third-class matter. No package 
;an be sent that exceeds four pounds 
m weight. The postage, for all dis- 
tances, is one cent for each ounce or 
fractional ounce thereof. Packages 
are subject to examination. Nothing 
can be mailed that is liable, either 
!rom its form or nature, to destroy, 
deface, or injure the contents of 
mail bags or the person of any one 
engaged in the postal service. The 
law excludes all liquids, poisons, 
jlass. explosive material, and ob- 
scene books and papers. The sender 
of any article may write or print on 
the package ft brief legend descrip- 
tive of from whom it comes, what in 
contains and where it is destined to 
go; as a rule, if the postage is not 
fully paid, either the parcel will 
not go forward, or, if it does go, 
double the full rates of postage will 
be collected upon delivery. 
The 


law-makers have br>on liberal 
in 


enumerating articles which may be 
sent. The schedule may be fairly 
construed lo embrace everything 
that is not dangerous, destructive or 
immoral.

rates above given. All pamphlets, 
occasional publications, regular pub- 
lications devoted primarily to adver- 
tising purposes, or for free circula- 
tion, or for circulation at nominal 
subscription rates, prices, current, 
catalogues, 
annuals, 
handbills, 


posters and unieoled circulars, pros- 
pectuses, bookabound or unbound, 
book mamticript, proof sheets, mapa 
prints, engravings, blanks, flexible 
patternc, samples of merchandise, 
sample cards, photographic paper, 
letter envelops, postal envelops and 
wrappers, cards, plain and ornamen- 
tal paper, photographic representa- 
tions, seeds, catting*, bulbs, roots, 
scions, and all other matter which 
niflj be declared mailable by law as 
tWrd-class matter. That last item 
"scions," may need a warning expla- 
nation since it is seldom used ex- 
cept in sneaking of the "scion of a 
noble family." It can in no case be 
construed in an authorization to send 
a baby by mail, but moans simply 
the cutting of a pltui or tree toe 
grriting purposes.
